persons to participate in the meetings 
of the Commission to advise on such 
matters as may be necessary ; 


(j) to suggest appropriate legal and 

welfare measures in respect of 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes to be undertaken by the 
Government; 


( n ) to encourage the efforts of non 

-governmental organizations and 
institutions working in the field of 
human rights and for the upliftment 
and betterment of Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes ;
